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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Schuman et al (US6349143) in fig. 8 indicates how the Brooks et al workstation 
may be applied as was mentioned in the former but in the context that such 
workstations are 'off-line' devices as opposed to ultrasound imaging systems and which 
do not require that the user be familiar with an ultrasound imaging system soas to be 
able to perform setup operations. Zachmann et al (US6535615) is directed to 
interactive operations on an ultrasound reviewing station not an ultrasound imaging 
system. 

Groezinger (US6101407) intertains remote configuration of an imaging system 
without use of an image gallery but by conventional setup means, col. 4 lines 8-26. 

Kinicki et al (US6464636) is directed to software-controlled imager configuring 
based upon user inputs of selected parameter ranges. 

Criton (US6447453) col. 3 lines 25-39 is directed to user selection of different 
images in a gallery sequence however the images are of a temporal sequence at given 
imager settings and the process does not pertain to the setting up or selection of 
settings for the ultrasound imaging system.
